This m akes it harder to v ote in ignorance 
of the identity , and perhaps the qualifica­ 


tions, of the candidate w ho is running. 


It seem s to us that this is a sensible im- 
a 
p av e m e n t in the ballot. Yet a com m ittee 


appointed to prepare negativ e argum ents 


for a v oters’ manual said that the Massa­ 


chusetts ballot “ would aid a coalition of 


m inorities which is the aid of subv ersiv e 


groups.” This ty pe of m gum ent seem s rath­ 


er unreasonable. 


A ny change in the ballot which will more 


nearly aid intelligent v oting is som ething 


w e can v iew with appro Ail. 
One of our 
chief troubles has been m aking people un­ 
derstand their responsibility and priv ilege 
to the point of going to the polis and v oting. 
It is reported that 17 states hav e this ty pe 
of ballot on which Ohio is to make a deci­ 
sion this 1949 election. The experience in 
v oting as recounted by these states would 
not indicate any thing helpful to any sub­ 
v ersiv e group. On the contrary these states 
claim there has been more study of candi­ 
dates and more discrimination in v oting. 
These 17 states are in ev ery section of the 
country , from M assachusetts to California 


and from Oregon to Florida. 


The M assachusetts ballot m ay be hard on 


political party machines, but it ought to be 
beneficial to good gov ernm ent. Especially 


is this true if the v oters are w illing to really 
try to find out about candidates and make 
up their m inds accordingly . It also would 
seem to hav e the effect of making party or­ 
ganizations put candidates into the field 


who are worthy of public support.
